Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 12.—Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Colum- 
bia University, declared in an inter- 
view here that the submarine Deutsch 
one has been‘ captured by the Brit- 
ish, 

“Ihave positive knowledge,” he 
said ‘‘that the Deutschland is one of 
the 85 German submarines in one 
British port. I know that the Brit- 


lish have captured not less than 200 


German submarines.”’ 

Relative to the Deutschland, Presi- 
dent Butler added that the Deutsch- 
land PresidentButler added that there 
is another submarine w th that name 
painted on it, to support the German 
story that the big commerce carrier 
never started on a third trip.” Dr. 
Butler said the British patrol and

‘est Your Own Seed Grain 


| 


In the Seed Laboratory grain is 
tested to determine the percentage of 
Vital seeds by placing one hundred 
kernels between blotters, keeping 
them at a suitable temperature and 
supplied with the proper amount of 
moistuie in special germinating 
chambers. The results of such a test 
show what proportion of the seeds 
could be gained from a_ soil test. 
are Vital, but a more accurate idea 
of the value of the grain for seed 
Such tests are not practicable in a 
laboratory where thousands of 
samples are under test at one time. 

Any one can test seed for himself 
by putting one hundred seeds taken 
“just as they come’ from the grain 
he wishes to test, in. soil in a flower 
pot, box or other convenient recep 
tacle, and keeping it moistened, but 
not wet, in some place where it will 
be not too warm in the day time, 
and where it will be cooler, but will 
not freeze, at night; the alternation 
of temperature favors germination. 
By noticing the number of plants 
produced, whether they come up 
quickly and are strong or weak, one 
can determine the suitability of the 
grain for seeding purposes more ac 
curately than from the results of a 
test which he does not see. If seed 
that is known to be of strong vital- 
ity can be planted under exactly the 
same conditions as the seed whose 
witality is being determined, the test 
will be more valuable. 

Cleaning grain aver a good fanning 
mill to remove from one-third to 
one half of the bulk including all the 
light, shrunken and immature seeds, 
will greatly improve its quality as 
seed.

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Woman Suffrage 


Ranking in importance with the 
Liquor Act was the enactment of the 
Woman's Suffrage Bill. This, like the 
other, can not by any stretch of im- 
agination be called a Government 
measure; for it was due solely to the 
untiring energy of the women of the 
Province. 

During the Session of 1915 a large 
delegation of women approached the 
Government, and asked for this leg- 
islation. They were met with the 
non-committal assurance of politics, 
and told that the proper time and 
place for the matter would be on the 
occasion of the amendrrent of the Fl- 
fection Act during the session of 
11916, 

With this non-committal statement 
they had to remain satisfied. And at 
the best it was but a contingent 
hope, 2 hope dependent upon the 
‘fate of the Liquor Act; for had the 
Liquor Act not been approved by the 
ijudgment of the people, the Woman's 
‘Suffrage Bill would never have been 
introduced and made Law. 

The enactment of this Bill was a 
Imatter of political expediency on thao 
part of the Government. It was a 
,twin sister to the JLiquor Act, aud 
‘its enactment by the Government 
|was due to the moral mandate of the 
people by their overwhelming major- 
ity on the liquor question. It is one 
of the few instances in which we 
should be thankful for even political 
expediency; but | we must remiin 
‘thankful to the women for _ their

new opposition, under Mr. Asquith, 
should adopt. Its views it has since 
elaborated in another article, from 
which the following is an extract: 

It is not at all the duty of the op- 
position, though the Tapers and Tad- 
poles of politics are apt to think so, 
to try to turn out the government, 
to lower its credit in the country, or 
to obstruct its acts... . It has, on 
the main subject of the day, no 
ground for difference, no justification 
for any action tending to weaken the 
government, least of all for seeking 
to turn the government out of office. 
Moreover. so far as the administra- 
tion relates to military or naval af- 
fairs, and even to the relations with 
our Allies or our opponents in the 
war, it is practically impossible to 
criticise publicly any mistakes or 
shortcomings without imperilling na- 
tional interest. Thus, over a large 
part of the field of action, war sus- 
pends the critical function of the op- 
position, and puts upon it the pat- 
riotic duty of strengthening, instead 
of opposing the government.

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“TANK” COMMANDERS 
WHO GAINED HONORS 


Deeds of Resolution and Daring That 
Were Rewarded by Britain— 
Thrilling Times 


Conspicuous in a list of war honors 
containing over twelve hundred names 
published in the London Gazette were 
the fine awards of the Military Cross 
to men in the Tanks. An airman, 2nd 
Lieutenant S. E. Cowan, was the first 
officer to win two bars to his Military 
Cross. Of 2nd Lt. John Allan it is 
stated that “he mancuvred his Tank 
with great skill under heavy shell 
fire over difficult and unknown ground 
and brought it into a good position 
for enfilading the enemy’s trenches, 
which he succeeded in doing with good 
effect.” 

Fight With Revolvers 


2nd Lt. Francis J. Arnold ‘“com- 
manded his Tank with great courage 
and determination. Later, the Tank 
being held up, he and his crew con- 
tinued to fight with their revolvers.” 
2nd Lt. Edward C. K. Colle “fought 
his Tank with great gallantry, reach- 
ing the third objective. Later, on 
several occasions, he went to the as- 
sistance of the infantry, and finally 
brought his Tank safely out of action.” 
2nd Lt. Arthur H. Blowers “on several 
occasions assisted the infantry and 
enabled them to advance.” 


Fourteen Hours Ditched 


The Tank of Lt. Frederick A. Robin- 
son got ditched, and “he and his crew 
dug for fourteen hours under heavy 
fire, eventually getting the Tank out 
and back to the assembly point.” 2nd 
Lt. William H. Sampson “enfiladed 
an enemy trench and captured fifteen 
prisoners.” 2nd Lt. Eric L. Purdy 
“fought his Tank.for five and a half 
hours with great gallantry, beating 
off continual enemy bombing attacks.” 

Lt. Arthur E. Arnold “went to the 
assistance of another Tank. He also 
rescued a wounded man, and, although 
himself wounded, brought his Tank 
safely out of action.” 2nd Lt. Herbert 
G. F. Brown “fought his Tank, which 
was disabled, with great gallantry, 
reaching his third objective. He put 
two machine guns out of action.” 2nd 
Lt. Leonard C. Bond, in his Tank 
“put a machine gun out of action and 
captured the team.” 


FACTORIES AS HOUSES 


Munition Factories W Where Workers’ 
Welfare Was Forgotten 


An Englishman writes: Contrast the 
since-the-war conditions with those I 
found in many other factories, and the 
tribute I would pay to the work of 
the Welfare Department of the Minis- 
try of Munitions will be appreciated. 
This work is one aspect of the vast 
energy displayed by the Ministry of 
Munitions. I visited factories from 
small ones employing 200 women to 
some of the largest, where the number 
of the female staff ran into thousands, 
In many of them before the war no 
women at all were employed, others 
had only a few women, and in others 
the female staff had been greatly 
augmented. 

In very few of the factories whene 
women had been previously employed 
had any attempt been made to study 
the human element. In physical mat- 
ters only the bare demands of the 
Factory Acts had been carried out. 
It was a revelation to me to find how 
easily satisfied reasonably good em- 
ployers had been with the conditions 
under which their factory: workers 
existed. 

Those living at a distance from the 
factory had no mess-rooms. They had 
their food in the factory itself, which 
in the case of a cotton mill in normal 
times was filled with flying dust. The 
only washing convenience was a cor- 
ner with a pail under a cold water tap, 
also in the shop itself. Very rarely 
was there any accommodation for dry- 
ing wet outer garments or boots. 

The factories, as a matter of fact, 
were constructed wholly and solely 
for housing machinery, not human be- 
ings. But now that employers gener- 
ally are seeing how much greater the 
efficiency is under welfare supervision 
they are beginning, I think, to kick 
themselves mentally for having Jog- 
ged along for so many years without 
having given the human side a chance.

UNJUST REDISTRIBUTION BILL 


At the last election in 1913 we had 
an example of what lengths the gov- 
ernment is prepared to go to attain 
power, The most iniquitous, unjust 
~® edistribution bill was forced through 
the House in the dying days of the 
session in the spring of 1913. Elec- 
tion writs were issued late at night 
on the shortest possible notice an 
eledtion was called. Many of the jnew 
constituencies in the outlying dis- 
tricts with poor railway and postal 
facilities were hardly able to get the 
news of the election in time to nom- 
inate their candidate. By importing 
heelers from Saskatchewan, by work- 
ing overtime the license system witb 
all its ramifications in the province 
by extorting from them large «ais 
of money for election purposes, vy 
using the different departments <f 
the government to bribe and coerce 
the people, and when every known 
trick of machine politics were used 
to get returned to power, notwith- 
standing all this the Opposition re- 
ceived within 1500 of the total vote 
of the party in power, but on ac- 
count of the unfair redistribution bill 
only secured eighteen seats althoayn, 
if we had secured all that were real- 
ly won we would have had several 
more than we have. 

We all know what uapp:n:d in 
Clearwater, Medicine Hat, ‘Stettler, 
Edson and other seats to rob the op- 
position of their supporters. Notwith- 
standing afl these circumstances we 
succeeded in gaining eleven  sexts.

STANLEY CHARGES 

The serious charges which were 
made by the opposition against the 
members of the government and for 
which the government assumes re- 
sponsibility by refusing to grant an 
investigation, still stand over the 
heads of the government and for 
which they must answer to the elec- 
tors. In connection with the Stanley 
charges, the Attorney General was 
charged with being guilty of corrupt 
practices in connection with the ad- 

ministration of the License depart- 
ment.

In spite of the appalling revelation 
of corruption in connection with 
charges made against them, the min- 
ister concerned did not rise to defend 
himself and the premier assumed re- 
sponsibility for himself and the gov- 
ernment when he absolutely refused 
to refer the charges to a commission 
for investigation. I dv not know of 
any such charge having ‘been made a- 
gaiust a minister of the crown in any 
part of the British Empire or civiliz- 
ed world where they were not inves- 
tigated. In Japan a commission un- 
der Premier Okuma found one of his 
ministers guilty of receiving from a 
wealthy Japanese $5,000 as a cam- 
paign contribution. This was looked 
upon with such disgust that a Vls- 
count who was minister in the pre 
mier’s government resigned his posi- 
tion and title in disgrace for all 
time to come. The premier, feeling 
the disgrace, resigned on account of 
the scandal, but was recalled back to

this relation the minister of rail- 
ways is receiving financial conces- 
sions and is thereby using his posi- 
tion as premier of Albertafor  per- 
sonal advantage, rather than in pro- 
tecting the public interests. The 
opposition will hold him to account 
with respect to the charges which 


have been made against him, so long 


as the investigation is not granted 
and it remains for the electors of 
Alberta to say whether they are 


satisfied with the profiteering of mil- 


lions of dollars by the railway pro- 
moters with the collusion and con- 
nivance of the man who is supposed 


toprotect their interests.

Farmers Enabled to Pay The Original Cost of Ther Land

Canada js that the prices obtained for 
the crops have in hundreds of cases 
enabled farmers to pay the original, 
cost of their land, Many instances} 
have come to note of farmers who 
bought their lands twelve months ago, 
and with their first crop were enabled 
to pay the whole cost of the land and 
still have sufficient left to carry them 
through the year until another crop. 
Land that was bought for from $15 
to $30 per acre has produced crops 
worth from $40 to $75. The prevail- 
ing high price of wheat particularly, 
and other grains as well, has of course 
been responsible for this to a great 
extent. 
When it is known that many farm- 


this of course has also had its effect 
on the building trade. 

An instance is given of one farmer 
in the southern portion of Alberta wno 
paid $3,800 for his farm last year. This 
year he harvested 3,900 bushels of 
wheat alone, and after his crop was 
taken off he received an offer of $5,000 
for the farm, which he refused. He 
also realized over $1.50 per bushel for 
his wheat, or $2,000 more than the to- 
tal cost of his farm. 

Flax has been particularly good, one 
man in Southern Alberta having a 
yield of 37% bushels per acre. This 
is an exceptional yield, even in Al- 
berta, but on the whole with flax 
worth $2.25 per bushel it can readily

that large. Mr. Noble a few days ago 
purchased another 2,000 acres a few 
miles west of the city of Calgary, 
and contemplates making it the 
best stock farm inthe West. He never 
does things by halves and when 
it is known that he expects to pur- 
chase as well some of the best breed- 
ing stock obtainable it will be seen 
that the livestock industry of Alberta 
will receive no little impetus from Mr. 
Noble's entry into the business. 
Stories are common of farmers who 
have more than pald the original cost 
of their land from the proceeds of this 
yenrr's crop. Many of the automobile 
firms are unable to get sumfcient cars 
to supply the deinand, as practically 
every farmer is buying at least one of 
the smeller cars and many of them area 
purchasing the larger cars. One firm 
in Calgary sold $200,000 worth of cars 
during one month of this year, which 
was a record. Almost every small 
town now has its garage where all re- 
pairs can be made and new parts 
bought. This and the general pros- 
nerity which It Indicates, instigated 
considerable builling activities, and 
earnenters and builders have been un- 
avie to kes» up with the amount of 


Yields of 50 bushels and over of 
wheat were frequent, most of which 
graded one northern or two northern, 
and netted $1.50 or over per bushel, 
according to how early in the season 
it was sold. Farmers who held until 
late In the year have reaped the bene- 
fit in considerably higher prices for 
their grain than those who sold dur- 
ing September or October. 

Last year Western Canada crops 
were even better. During 1915 and 
1916 the rainfall was considerably’ 
heavier than in average years, and’ 
this fact has directed attention to the 
Irrigation districts of the province 
where the same results can confidently 
be expected every year. Phe Canadian 
Pacitic Railway Company, which has 
developed about 800.000 acres of {frri- 
gible land in Alberta, is very optimis- 
tic as to the future of irrigation farm- 
ing in that province.

Liberal Member 


Reads Another Liberal Member of 


Saskatchewan Legislature Out of 
Party and Asks Him to Resign 


Regina, Sask., Feb. 8—In moving 
the adoption of the Brown-Elwood 
commission report this after- 
noon, Premier Martin intimated he 
would move for the expulsion of C. 
Hi Cawthorpe, the member for Big- 
gar, from the house, and he also read 
Sam. R. Moore, member for Pinto 
Creek, out of the Liberal party. 

Referring to the four members of 
the legislature against whom _ the 
bribery charges had to a greater or 
less extent been established by the 
commission, the premier dealt with 
each case separately. Speaking of ex- 
Speaker Sheppard, he said: 

“Insofar as the former member for 
Moose Jaw county is concerned, he 
pursued what was the proper course 
under the circumstances. He resigned 
his seat, went back to his constitn- 
ents, and they refused to condone tho 
offense. It is not| necessary for me to 
say anything further with respect to 
him 


“With reference to the member for 


ago I asked him to resign his seat. 
He has done so. He is no longer a 
member of this assembly. It is not. 
necessary, therefore, that his caso 
should be dealt with by the legisla- 
ture. 

CASE OF CAWTHORPE 


“The member for Biggar (C. H. 
Cawthorpe) has been found guilty v3 
two charges laid against him:  ‘I'bo 
one of extorting money from a liquor 
licensee under the pretense of having 
prosecutions against him stayed; tive 
other of accepting a bribe in consir- 
eration of his vote upon a certain 
question submitted to this house. 

“‘Insofar as this house\is concerned 
the findings of the commission on tne 
second case demands special consid- 
eration and action, 

“Section 37 of, the legislative as- 
sembly act constitutes this assemb!; 
a court for the purpose of inquiring 
into and punishing certain acts. 
Clause C. of this section specified a- 
mong the acts that may be inyuived 
into and punished by the assembly, 
the one which the commission has 
found the member for Biggar guilty 
of, namely, the acceptance of a bribe 
to influence him in his conduct in the 
assembly. 

“‘My motion to adopt the report of 
the commission means that we con- 
cur in its findings, and it therefore 
means that we as members of the as- 
sembly find the member, guilty of ac- 
cepting a bribe. It, therefore, he- 
comes our painful duty to apply the 
penalty, 

“‘Our powers in regard to a proper 
penalty are unlimited. The act says 
the assembly may award and carry 
into execution any punishment which 
it may deem appropriate. 

“In my opinion the only penalty 
which fits the offense committed by 
the member for Biggar is that of ex- 
pulsion; and for this reason I:shall 
at a later stage in the proceedings 
move that the member in question he 
expelled from the house and his seat 
declared vacant. 


CASE OF S. R. MOORE 


*‘There remains only the case of 
the member for Pisto Creek (S. R. 
Moore). The commission has found 
that two charges made against this 
member were proven. The charges in 
question do not come within the 
scope of the legislative assembly act, 
and are not’ included in the provi- 
sions of section 37 of the said act, 
Nevertheless, when the report of the 
commission was published and L had 
examined the findings, I came to the 
conclusion that some obligation was 
thrown upon me as the head of the 
party to which the member for Pinto 
Creck belonged. J, therefore, at the 
earliest opportunity which presented 
itself requested the member to re- 
sign his seat in the assembly. He 
has refused to comply with my — re- 
quest, and by such action has remov- 
ed himself from my political control, 
and can no longer be considered a 
member of the Liberal party. I can 
say nothing further except that I 
deeply deplore the fact that the 
member in question has not seen fit 
to comply with my request. Even at 
this late date I am convinced, after 


taking all the facts and circumst- 
ances into consideration, that there 
is only one proper course open to tha 
member for Pinto Creek, and that is 
that he should place in your hands, 
Mr. Speaker, his resignation after he 
has made to the house any state. 
ment which he may think necessary 
or advisable. ;

CANAD 
ACHIEVEMENT 


The Liberals talk much about 
slackness in carrying on the war and 
the lack of leadership.

“Ask any unancial man in Mon- 
treal, Toronto, Wintupeg, or any 
other place you like, 1 two or three 
yeurs ago he would have believed 
the Dominion of Canada would pay 
her own war expenditures, amount- 
ing as it does to the tremendous 
sum of $1,000,000 a day, and 
would, in addition to that, havo 
been able to provide $250,000,000 
for the Imperial Government for 
purchasing in Canada. He would 
have laughed at you. Is there any 
room for national self-depreciatiun! 
Has there been no leadership ? ‘Tho 
prosperity of this country is to-day 
abounding. Thereis no belligerent 
country in anything like the condi- 
tion in which we are, financially, 
commercially or industrially, Not 
a man who will work is cut cf 
work in this country to-day; wages 
are higher than they have ever been.

burgh. Shortly 
after his arrival 
he joined the law 
department of the 


railway company. 
His abilities were Lieut, Jas. McNauGuHut, 


quickly appreciated by those in higher authority, and his efforts were 
rewarded by a promotion as Assistant Solicitor on Jan. 1st, 1912, It 
was nearly three years afterwards that Lieut. McNaught was made one of 
the solicitors of the C. P. R., but when the war broke out, like many other 
Scotchmen, he had the fighting fever.

To the Mayor and Alderman of the City of Red Deer: 
GENTLEMEN : 


We have completed the audit of the Books and Vouchers of the City of Red 
Deer for the eight months ending December 31st, 1916, and attach hereto the 
following statements : 


Certified Balance Sheet as at December 31st, 1916. 

General Revenue Account for the year ending December 31st, 1916, 

Statement of the Revenue Surplus Account as at Dec. 31st, 1916. 

Statement of the Capital Surplus Account as at Dec. 31st, 1916. 

Statement of the Debenture Liability as at Dec. 31st, 1916. 

Accounts Payable and Accounts Receivable as at Dec. 31st, 1916. 

Sapenent of the Receipts and Disbursements for the year ending Dec. 31st, 
16. ° ‘ 


As you will see, we have altered the form of the Balance Sheet, bringitig it 
under the double account system, that is showing the Capital Assets and Liabilities 
and the Liquid Assets and Liabilities separate. In order to do this it was neces- 
sary to transfer the amount of $3,330.07 from the Capital Surplus to the Revenue 
Surplus as the former was too high by this amount. This would be accounted for 
by expenditures on Capital Assets being made from the Revenue Account in the 
ae and the corresponding entry crediting Capital Surplus not having been made 
at that time. 


There should be no difficulty in keeping these accounts on balance for the 
future. 


Sufficient depreciation has been provided for on all Buildings and Equipment 
and the Cement Sidewalks, Water Construction and Sewer Construction have been 
depreciated by the amount of the principal paid on the Debentures affecting these 
Construction Accounts. 

The amount of $868.70 was received on account of Taxes during the past year 
on the Englewood Lots, but as the full payment was not made on these, and as 
your Secretary-Treasurer received no instructions as to what lots these payments 
should apply on it was impossible to allocate them and for the present they have 
been placed to the credit of the Suspense Account. 


The Tax Roll is on balance but the total of the arrears shown on the Tax Roll 
differs from the amount in the Ledger by the amount of $24.57. This amount also 
has been placed in Suspense for the time being in order to facilitate balancing 
this year’s tax roll with the ledger account and the amount of the Arrears of 
Taxes Account as shown on the Balance Sheet now agrees with the ledger.

(1) There appears to be no Title for the Station Park and we would recom- 
mend that one be obtained for this property and (2) the Agreement for Sale 
Cement Builders $2500. 


We are informed that this Agreement was taken over from the Hospital with 
the rest of the Assets, but were unable to find the actual Agreement. 


We are informed that the’Cement Builders are insolvent and that probably 
this property will have to be taken back by the City. 


We have much pleasure in reporting that we found the Books and Records in 
exeellent condition and that we obtained all the information necessary for the 


purposes of our audit.
